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Remarks 



Claims 1-14 are pending in the present application. Claim 1 has been amended. 
New claims 8-14 have been added. 

Claims 1 and 3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US Patent 4,793,328 (Koelle) in view of US Patent 6,078,251 (Landt). 

Claims 3-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Koelle in view of Landt and in further view of US Patent 6,354,493 (Mon). 

Claim 1 is a dual mode RFID reader including the limitations that the reader has 
an RF source and preamplifier module, having a RF source section comprising at least 
two RF mixers in series and preamplifier section. Claim 1 further includes the limitation 
that the gain of the preamplifier is adjusted in response to the amplitude of the incoming 
data. Koelle, alone or in combination with Landt, does not teach or suggest a dual mode 
RFID reader with all the limitations of Claim 1. Neither Koelle nor Landt teaches or 
suggests a RFID reader with all the limitations of Claim 1. Specifically, neither Koelle nor 
Landt, alone or in combination, teach a RFID reader where the RF source and 
preamplifier module have an RF source section comprising at least two RF mixers in 
series or a reader where the gain of the preamplifier is adjusted in response to the 
amplitude of the incoming data. Furthermore, Mon does not make up the deficiencies in 
Koelle or Landt. Thus, Claim 1 is patentable, as are Claims 2-9 which depend 
therefrom.
